Guam. Aug. 15—(AP)— The or- 


der to "cease fire" spanned the 
broad Pacific today but two of 
America's greatest mlitary lead- 
ers sounded words of caution as 
they prepared to put it into effect.

Japanese emperor to his 
subjects, attributed Japan's plight 
to the invention of the atomic 
bomb, which he described as "a 
new a most cruel weapon, the 
power of which to do damage is 
incalculable." 


Uciivtri for Acceptance 


"This is the reason we have or- 


dered thf! acceptance of the. joint 
declaration of the. powers," the 
emperor declared. 


Hirohito—in 
the 
face-saving 


tradition dear to the Japanese— 
maintained to the end that Japan 
had been battling only in self- 
defense and that she had given 
up the fight "to strive for the 
common prosperity and happiness 
of all nations and the well-being 
of our subjects."

The course may be incor- 
porated, however, as one unit in 
physical education, health educa- 
tion, science, or home economics. 
It may be taught by a nurse or 
jointly by a nurse and an instruc- 
tor in an allied subject such as 
home economics.

Streptomycin is one of about 50 


antibiotics, all mold, fungus or 
microorganism products like peni- 
cillin, now under investigation in

medical, 


biological and chemistry labora- 
tories. 


Ace-in-the-hole for streptomycin 


means more than the fact that 
this new stuff promises to be good 
for some diseases that penicillin 
misses. The germs that penicillin 
usually 
kills 
sometimes become 


ip.si.stant. This accident happens 
to individual patients 


For a tim". the patienl appears 


to be getting well, under terat- 
ment with penicillin—then a re- 
lapse occurs. It is supposed that 
thr pemcillion has destroyed the 
germs that are susceptible to peni- 
c-illm, but that mingled 
among 


these there have 
heen 
a 
small 


number of bacteria—-of the same 
disease—that do not 
sucumb 
to 


penicillin. These resistant germs, 
it is supposed, rapidly multiply 
and produce the "release" against 
which penicillin appears ineffec- 
tive. This is happening more fre- 
quently as the use of pencillin 
spreads. Streptomycin appears able 
lo slpp into such emergencies and 
rescue the patient. 


Not Sub for Penicillin 


Dr. Anderson, in the Sigma XI 


lecture at Wabash College in June, 
said:

species called gnseus.
